MAYOR'S    ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

The  laws  of  the  State  du'ect  that  the  mayor  shall  from  time 
to  time  communicate  to  yon  such  information  and  recommend 
such  measures  as  the  interests  of  the  city  shall,  in  his  judg- 
ment, require. 

Coming,  however,  as  I  do,  into  the  position  of  chief  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  city',  without  any  previous  experience  in  the 
administration  of  its  affairs,  and  unacquainted  with  its  finan- 
cial condition  and  the  routine  of  its  official  management,  save 
as  to  those  matters  which  are  apparent  to  all  observing  citizens 
interested  in  the  public  welfare,  you  will  not  expect  at  this  time 
that  I  sliall  be  able  to  give  you  much  information  of  value,  jjv 
that  I  should  be  so  confident  of  the  infalli[)ility  of  my  own 
judgment  as  to  deem  myself  qualified  to  recommend  any  im- 
portant measures  for  the  interests  of  the  city  the  necessity  of 
which  would  not  be  equally  apparent  to  you  all. 

After  I  have  become  more  familiar  with  the  condition  and 
requirements  of  the  city  and  our  fellow  citizens  in  their  re- 
lation to  its  government,  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  give  you  from 
time  to  time  the  benefit  of  such  information  as  I  may  acquire, 
and  make  such  recommendations  as  my  best  judgment  may 
dictate. 

I  sliall,  thei'efore,  at  this  time,  content  myself  with  calling 
your  attention  to  a  few  simple  matters  in  regard  to  which,  it 
seems  to  me,  there  can  be  little  if  any  difference  of  opinion, 
and  which  in  my  judgment  require  your  earnest  attention. 

Ever  since  the  mill  ponds  commenced  to  annoy  us  witli  their 
offensive  odors,  and  poison  the  atmosphere  with  the  foul  gases 
that  originate  from  them,  there  has  been  constant  agitation  in 
the  newspapers,  among  the  people  and  in  the  city  government 
in  regard  to  the  mode  of  remedying  the  evil,  until  the  whole 
discussion  has  become  as  distasteful  and  disgusting  to  the  citi- 
zens as  the  i)onds  themselves,  and  the  public  has  been  woni 
out  and  tired  with  the  subject. 

From  tlie  best  information  I  can  gather,  I  believe  that  the 
south  pond,  though  not  free  from  odor  and  still  capable  of 
being  improved,  is  Irowever,  in  comparison  with  the  nortli  pond 
well  enough  for  the  present ;  but  the  north  pond  demands  our 
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serious,  earnest,  and  unniediate  attention.  I  am  not  able  at 
this  time  to  recommend  any  definite  plan  to  obviate  the  trouble. 
Many  plans  have  been  suggested  and  are  doubtless  familiar  to 
you.  In  any  event,  it  will  require  a  comparatively  large  sum 
of  money  to  accomplish  any  lasting  good  results,  and  as  the 
larger  property  owners  of  the  city  will  be  oi»liged  to  l)ear  the 
larger  share  of  the  expense,  I  think  we  should  consult  wiMi  all 
of  such  property  owners  as  we  are  able,  and  discover  what 
their  views  are,  and  from  them  all  and  3'our  own  judgment  de- 
termine upon  some  plan  which  shall  seem  most  satisfactory  and 
most  feasible,  and  having  determined  upon  that  plan  carr}^  it 
into  execution  without  delay,  regardless  of  the  opposition  of 
those  favoring  other  plans. 

1  know  that  considering  the  condition  of  the  business  inter- 
ests in  our  cit}"  and  throughout  the  country,  the  expense  may 
seem  to  many  a  severe  burden  to  lay  upon  the  tax  payers,  but 
those  of  them  who  have  been  in  the  vicinity  of  the  railroad 
station  upon  the  arrival  of  trains  passing  through  laden  with 
people  from  every  part  of  the  country  and  have  heard  their 
connnents  upon  the  city  which  allows  such  vile  odors  and  nau- 
seating stenches  as  there  fill  the  depot,  the  cars,  and  the  whole 
section  of  the  city  in  that  neighborhood,  will  not  hesitate  to 
bear  their  share  of  any  reasonable  expense  in  order  to  remove 
the  cause  of  all  this  trouble. 

Among  tlie  assets  reckoned  as  belonging  to  the  city  and 
counted  as  cash  due,  there  appears  in  the  printed  accounts  for 
the  year  1883  the  sura  of  8li»,52'.).62,  as  "due  from  the  United 
States  assignments  of  bounties  to  volunteers."  This  item  has 
stood  there  for  so  many  years  that  the  interest  on  it  would  now 
amount  to  more  than  the  principal  and  yet  no  effort  has  l)een 
made  to  collect  it  and  nabody  knows  whether  in  fact  it  can  l)e 
collected  or  not.  The  probabilities  of  collecting  it  must  de- 
crease each  year  as  the  claim  grows  older,  and  1  would  recom- 
mend that  some  action  be  taken  at  once  to  determine  whether 
there  is  in  fact  due  us  this  very  large  sum  amounting  with  in- 
terest to  over  $40,000,  or  whether  the  whole  thing  is  a  myth 
and  a  delusion. 

I  find  that  the  Collector  of  Taxes  for  the  years  1873  and 
1874  is  in  arrears.  The  sum  due  from  him  a  few  years  since 
amounted  to  several  thousands  of  dollars,  being  $7062.52  in 
the  year  1877,  while  now  it  is  but  $023.16.  This  reduction 
however  was  caused  only  in  part  by  payments  received  from 
the  Collector,  as  he  has  paid  notliing  into  the  city  treasury 
since  1880  and  then  only  a  comparatively  small  sum  on  account 
of  the  taxes  of  1874.  The  reduction  of  his  indebtedness  has 
been  brought  about  mainly  l)y  abatements  made  Ijy  the  assess- 
ors to  relieve  huB,  in  all  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $3820.3!) 
since  1877,  those  made  in   the  year  1883  alone  amounting  to 
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S1416.6G,  while  at  the  same  time  tlie  same  person  obtained 
al)atements,  to  quite  a  lar^e  amount,  of  uncollected  taxes  foi' 
years  previous  to  1878,  when  he  was  collector.  I  believe  that 
with  proper  attention  and  reasonable  exertion  years  ago  a  large 
\>aYt  of  these  taxes  might  have  been  collected,  and  a  very  large 
saving  made  to  the  city  ;  and  I  doul)t  the  wisdc^ni  of  the  as- 
sessors, and  the  propriety  of  their  action,  in  thus  abating  at 
the  request  of  the  collector  taxes  which  he  could  and  should 
have  collected  ten  years  ago  with  a  little  labor.  He  received 
his  commissions  for  collecting  the  taxes  which  were  paid  to  him 
without  any  exertion  on  his  part,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  he 
should  not  have  done  some  work  in  collecting  those  taxes  which 
required  exertion.  Nor  do  I  see  any  reason  why,  considering 
the  condition  of  his  accounts,  the  city  should  have  paid  him 
during  the  year  l'S8;3  the  sum  of  S133.99  for  services  and  com- 
missions, as  was  done.  The  accounts  of  his  two  immediate 
successors  have  all  been  settled,  and  I  now  suggest  to  you 
whether  measures  should  not  be  taken  to  see  whether  the  bal- 
ance now  due  can  be  collected  of  him  or  his  bondsmen,  or 
whether  this  is  another  myth  and   delusion. 

It  appears  that  the  city  owned  real  estate  in  December  last 
which  had  been  sold  to  it  for  taxes  amounting  to  $7009.15  a 
part  of  it  being  then  subject  to  redemption  and  having  been 
since  redeemed.  This  real  estate  must  have  been  of  the  value 
of  over  $350,000,  unless  a  large  part  of  it  had  been  sold  over 
again  to  the  city  each  year  for  several  years.  I  understand, 
however,  that  this  is  the  case,  and  that  the  same  property  is 
annually  purchased  by  the  city  at  tax  sales,  and  again  the  next 
year  taxed  to  the  original  owner  and  again  sold  to  the  city  for 
the  tax.  Now  this  course  ought  not  to  be  followed  longer.  If 
real  estate  is  sold  to  the  city  for  taxes  and  not  redeemed  within 
the  time  limited  by  law,  the  city  should  take  a  deed  thereof 
from  the  Collector  and  take  posession  of  the  jiroperty.  As  the 
business  has  been  done  heretofore,  nobody  has  paid  any  at- 
tention to  a  tax  sale,  and  real  estate  sold  one  year  or  several 
years  to  the  city  is  the  next  year  sold  to  an  individual  who  re- 
ceives his  deed  from  the  Collector  and  records  it,  and  the  cit}' 
either  loses  all  the  former  taxes  assessed  upon  the  property,  or 
is  content  to  settle  for  a  small  sum.  This  practice  also  encour- 
ages negligence  in  paying  taxes,  and  now  there  is  scarcely  a  tax 
payer  who  understands  if  his  real  estate  is  sold  for  taxes  and 
not  redeemed,  that  he  has  lost  any  of  his  rights  in  the  same. 
I  would  recommend  that  you  forthwith  take  measures  to  pro- 
tect the  rights  of  the  city  in  this  regard. 

The  expenses  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Farm  and 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  have  become  so  large  each  year  that 
we  ought  to  carefully  consider  whether  there  is  not  a  cheaper 
and  better  method  of  providing  for  the  unfortunates  that  come 
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under  the  supervision  of  these  otfieials.  The  city  farm  caused 
the  city  during  the  year  1H.S3  a  net  expense,  over  and  above  its 
receipts,  and  not  including  repairs,  of  $1762.03.  If  we  add  to 
this  tlie  sum  of  $354(5.19,  being  the  interest  upon  the  estimated 
vahie  of  the  farm,  stock,  &c.,  we  liave  a  total  of  8o3()8.23, 
without  taking  into  account  the  depreciation  in  values  or  tlie 
repairs  upon  the  l»uildings. 

The  city  is  liable  only  for  the  support  of  such  paupers  as 
have  gained  a  settlement  here  since  the  year  1H70.  For  all 
others  the  county  is  liable,  yet  we  are  supporting,  as  I  under- 
stand, at  the  city  farm,  more  people  for  whose  support  we  a,re 
not  lial)le  and  ought  not  to  be  charged  than  the  number 
of  those  for  whose  support  we  are  legally  chargeable.  Some 
of  them  pay  a  small  sum  for  their  board  there,  but  only  a 
small  part  of  the  actual  cost  of  such  board.  Now  it  is  n<) 
part  of  the  business  of  the  city  to  keep  a  boarding  house, 
especially  one  where  the  charges  for  board  are  much  less 
than  its  actual  cost.  And,  as  has  been  suggested  by  my  pre- 
decessor, the  city  government  cannot  successfully  compete 
with  private  persons  in  managing  a  farm.  At  least,  our 
experience  has  convinced  us  of  that  fact,  during  the  past  few 
years.  And  as  the  city  has  surely  no  need  of  a  great  i)art  of 
the  city  farm — and  none  of  it  in  my  opinion,  I  am  constrained 
to  urgently  recommend  you  to  take  measures  looking  to  a  sale 
of  the  whole  or  a  part  of  it  as  soon  as  possible.  We  should 
remember  that  when  we  have  been  to  the  farm  at  the  request  of 
the  Superintendent,  to  spend  a  few  hours  examing  what  he 
points  out  to  us,  our  whole  duty  there  is  not  ended,  but  we 
should  watch  and  see  to  it  that  the  cit}'  derives  some  benefit 
from  the  further  maintenance  of  the  farm,  and  if  our  poor  nuist 
be  there  kept,  it  should  be  done  with  a  due  regard  to  the  inter-' 
ests  of  the  tax  payers,  who  look  to  us  for  protection,  and  the 
principal  object  in  view  in  the  management  of  the  farm  should 
not  be  to  furnish  good  salaries  and  a  home  for  the  superintend- 
ent, his  wife  and  his  family. 

It  is  unfortunate  for  the  worthy  gentlemen  who  composed  the 
board  of  overseers  of  the  poor  during  the  past  year  that  they 
were,  as  has  been  the  case  for  a  number  of  3'ears,  directly  or 
indirectly  engaged  in  the  grocery  or  provision  business,  because, 
though  no  one  acquainted  with  these  gentlemen  would  for  an 
instant  doubt  their  strict  integrity  and  honesty,  yet  when  their 
names  appear  as  having  furnished,  at  the  expense  of  the  city, 
large  amounts  of  groceries  and  provisions  to  out-door  pcjn- 
sioners  upon  orders  given  by  themselves,  unjust  criticism  is 
evoked  from  persons  unacquainted  with  them,  and  complaints 
are  frequently  heard  against  the  city  councils  on  this  account. 
I  do  not  understand  that  3'ou  have  any  conti'ol  over  this  matter, 
other  than  to  determine  what  amount  you  will  appropriate  for 
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this  (lopartment.  and  while  we  should  be  liberal  to  the  worthy 
j)Oor  Ave  should  not  encourage  extravagance  in  this  regard  or  in- 
discriminate charity  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  all  asking  aid. 
It  is  generally  those  who  need  it  least  who  are  first  to  ask  it, 
and  the  whole  system  of  aiding  ''ont-door  pensioners"  is  one 
liable  to  be  greatly  abused  and  requiring  the  utmost  care  to 
keep  it  Avithin  proper  limits. 

The  care  of  our  streets  requires  the  expenditure  of  large 
sums  of  money,  ])ut  if  the  results  of  such  expenditures  are 
good  and  satisfactory  to  the  citizens,  I  have  found  that  the  ex- 
pense is  cheerfully  borne.  But  when  large  sums  are  expended 
only  to  undo  what  has  been  done  a  few  months  before,  or  to  do 
something  which  must  be  undone  in  a  few  months,  without  the 
exhibition  of  good  judgment  or  even  commom  sense  on  the 
part  of  those  doing  it :  and  when  just  previous  to  an  election,  as 
has  sometimes  happened,  the  streets  are  filled  with  a  long  line 
of  voters  and  teams,  set  to  work  for  no  other  apparent  purpose 
than  ])ecause  an  election  is  near  at  hand  and  votes  are  needed, 
it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  the  tax  payers  complain.  Let 
us  see  to  it  that  the  streets  are  placed  in  charge  of  competent 
men,  and  that  no  money  is  foolishly  or  wickedly  expended 
thereon.  The  gravel  pits  from  which  gravel  is  obtained  for  the 
streets  are  situated  so  far  from  the  city  proper,  and  the  hills  on 
the  roads  leading  to  them  are  so  steep,  that  a  very  small  load 
of  gravel  when  hauled  into  the  compact  part  of  the  city,  costs 
much  more  than  a  large  one  ought  to.  I  would  recommend 
that  the  city  purchase  a  gravel  pit  more  centrally  located  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  I  believe  the  whole  cost  of  such  purchase 
would  be  saved  in  a  short  time. 

I  believe  that  now,  thanks  to  my  predecessor,  his  assistants 
and  the  city  solicitor,  the  city  has  no  suits  in  which  it  is  inter- 
ested pending  in  the  courts,  and  I  congratulate  you  upon  relief 
froni  this  burden. 

I  have  no  knowledge  in  regard  to  our  police,  fire  department, 
or  school  system,  at  the  present  time  that  calls  for  any  sugges- 
tion from  me.  I  am  sorry,  however,  that  the  efficient  principal 
of  the  high  school,  Mr.  E.  J.  Goodwin,  has  seen  fit  to  resign 
his  position,  because  I  am  satisfied  that  his  place  Avill  be  filled 
Avith  difficulty  ;  but  as  this  is  a  matter  for  the  board  of  instruc- 
tion to  consider  and  not  for  you,  it  may  be  out  of  place  here  to 
refer  to  it. 

During  the  short  time  that  has  intervened  since  my  election  I 
have  had  no  sufficient  oi^portunity  to  ascertain  the  exact  con- 
dition of  the  finances  of  the  city  so  as  to  give  you  a  detailed 
statement  thereof.  I  Avould  refer  you  to  tlie  i)rinted  accounts 
of  the  city,  for  such  information  as  you  can  gather  from  them, 
relative  to  the  city  debt  and  other  matters  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December   last ;  and  as   soon  as  I  am  able  I  will  take 
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measures  to  investigate  the  present  financial  condition  of  the 
city,  and  lay  the  result  of  my  investigations  before  you,  in  or- 
der that  you  and  your  constituents  may  know  in  what  condition 
our  predecessors  have  left  the  treasury,  and  that  we  may  be 
held  responsible  for  our  own  acts  only. 

I  will,  however,  inform  you  at  this  time  that  though  there 
still  remain  five  months  of  the  present  year  in  which  we  must 
carry  on  the  municipal  alTairs  and  pay  the  bills,  yet  the  impor- 
tant appropriations  from  which  we  ought  to  have  the  required 
funds,  such  as  the  contingent  appropriation,  the  appropriation 
for  repairs  and  rents  of  school  houses,  and  the  a'ppropriatiou 
for  repairs  of  city  buildings,  are  either  wholly  or  well  nigh  ex- 
hausted. Moreover,  the  appropriations  for  next  year  will  not 
be  available  until  July,  so  that  we  must  look  the  fact  squarely 
in  the  face  that  for  eleven  months  to  come  —  almost  the  whole 
term  of  our  official  positions  —  we  shall  be  obliged  to  look  for 
money  elsewhere  than  from  the  city  treasury  for  many  purpos- 
es. There  ought,  however,  to  be  but  little  need  for  repairs 
upon  the  school  houses  and  city  buildings  during  the  year,  if 
we  are  to  judge  of  their  condition  by  the  amount  expended  on 
them  during  the  last  five  or  six  weeks  of  the  official  life  of  the 
late  city  government.  I  presume  some  nieml)ers  of  that  gov- 
ernment were  anxious  to  relieve  us  of  any  trouble  on  account 
of  such  repairs,  and  that  their  activity  in  this  matter  has  been 
out  of  personal  regard  for  us. 

I  understand  that  the  condition  of  the  city  treasury  at  this 
time  differs  but  little  from  what  it  has  been  for  several  years 
past  at  this  time  of  the  year,  and  that  it  has  been  necessary 
for  the  cit}'  during  these  years  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of 
the  taxes,  to  large  amounts,  as  we  shall  be  compelled  to  do. 
The  city  has  hired  since  the  first  of  January  last  the  sum  of 
$38,000,  In  addition  to  this,  there  are  of  course  all  the  time 
outstanding  bills  against  the  city,  the  amount  of  which  no  one 
knows. 

This  system  is  wrong  l^eyond  question,  and  some  way  ought 
to  be  devised  to  remedy  it.  The  fiscal  year  ought  to  corres- 
pond with  the  municipal  year,  and  all  the  appropriations  of  the 
year  ought  not  to  be  expended  by  an  outgoing  government  in 
a  few  months,  leaving  nothing  for  the  incoming  government 
but  unpaid  ])ills  and  an  empty  treasury  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year,  and  the  necessity  of  spending  the  appropriations  of 
the  coming  year  in  advance.  If  the  same  persons  had  con- 
trol of  the  city  government  during  the  whole  of  the  year  for 
which  the  appropriations  are  made,  I  cannot  believe  that  any 
of  the  appropriations  would  be  found  exhausted  when  the  year 
was  only  a  little  more  than  half  gone. 

On  the  first  day  of  Septemlx'r  there  will  become  due  bonds 
of  the  city  to  the  amount  of  $7, .500,  the  funds  for  the  payment 
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of  which  have  been  appropriated  ;  but  on  tlae  twentietli  day  of 
January  next,  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $-1:0,000  become  due, 
with  six  months  interest  thereon,  and  for  the  payment  of  this 
large  sum  we. shall  be  compelled  to  make  provision.  I  presume 
that  you  will  find  it  advisable  to  issue  new  bonds  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  considering  the 
question  of  issuing  at  that  tjme  bonds  sufficient  to  pay  the  en- 
tire floating  indebtedness  of  the  city  at  that  date,  and  see  if  we 
cannot  leave  the  financial  affairs  of  the  city  to  our  successors 
in  a  condition  such  as  any  man  of  sound  business  principles 
would  approve. 

Whether  justly  so,  or  otherwise,  it  is  apparent  that  the  ma- 
jority of  our  citizens  have  become  dissatisfied  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  the  city  and  the  policy  pursued  by  your 
predecessors  for  some  years.  The  result  of  such  dissatisfac- 
tion has  been  your  election  to  the  positions  you  have  to-day 
assumed  ;  and  we  should  remember  that  unless  we  act  for  the 
best  interests  of  all  the  citizens  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties, 
irrespective  of  party,  friends  or  foes,  we  shall  betray  the  con- 
fidence of  our  constituents,  and  cause  a  dissatisfaction  that 
will,  in  turn,  fill  our  places  with  better  men.  Let  ns  act  con- 
scientiously in  all  we  do  —  elect  no  man  to  office  unless  he  is 
honest,  capable  and  fitted  for  the  position,  and  with  unwearied 
vigilance  watch  over  the  treasury  of  the  city,  and  see  that  no 
one,  be  he  friend  or  foe,  takes  therefrom  a  single  dollar  to 
which  he  is  not  honestly  entitled.  By  this  course,  and  this  on- 
ly, can  we  gain  the  approval  of  honest  men  and  show  ourselves 
worthy  of  the  trust  that  has  been  committed  to  us.

mX  SOLICITOR'S  REPORT, 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
Portsmouth  : 

Gentlemen :  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  two  eases  of  the 
Eastern  liailroad  Company, — petitions  to  avoid  the  erecting  of 
gates  at  tlie  Vanghan  and  Green  street  crossings, —  only  re- 
mained in  court  in  which  the  cit}^  had  an  interest.  These  cases 
have  several  times  been  before  the  Supreme  Court  on  questions 
of  law.  At  the  last  April  term,  they  were  dismissed  bj'  order 
of  the  Court.  From  that  time  until  the  October  term  last  past, 
the  city  was  not  a  part\-  or  interested  in  an}^  suit  pending  be- 
fore the  Courts. 

At  the  October  term  William  S.  Wille}-  brought  suit  against 
the  city  in  an  action  of  tresspass  for  damages  to  his  i-ight  of  way 
over  land  contiguous  to  the  gravel  pit  on  Lafayette  Road.  The 
city's  grantor  has  been  summoned  in  to  defend,  and  if  judgment 
is  rendered  for  the  plaintiff',  he  will  as  in  a  similar  action 
brought  b}'  the  same  party  last  3'ear, — l)e  obliged  to  settle  the 
damages  without  cost  to  the  city.  In  this  case  the  city  is  only 
nominally  a  party,  and  with  this  exception  there  is  no  action 
either  upon  the  law  or  equity  dockets  in  which  it  has  an 
interest. 

During  the  past  year  357  criminal  complaints  have  been 
issued  and  prosecuted  at  the  request  of  the  police  authorities, 
who  during  m}-  term  of  office  have  shown  a  commendable  de- 
gree of  zeal  and  diligence  in  the  prompt  and  faithful  discharge 
of  their  duties,  in  the  service  of  process  and  in  bringing 
offenders  to  justice.

Chief  Engineer's  Report. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen :  In  compliance  with  ni}-  duties  as  Chief  Engi- 
neer, I  herewith  present  the  annual  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  Fire  Department ;  a  list  of  fires  that  have  occurred  during 
the  past  _year,  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  loss  and  insur- 
ance on  the  property  destroyed  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained  ; 
the  amount  of  propert}'  belonging  to  the  city  under  my  charge  ; 
a  list  of  the  members,  with  their  ages  and  residences  ;  and  a  list 
of  the  reservoirs,  their  location,  condition  and  capacity. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Department  now  numbers  one  hundred  and  twenty-three 
(123)  men,  viz:  Chief  Engineer,  four  assistants  and  Clerk  of 
Fire  Department,  three  steamer  companies  of  twenty-one  men 
each.  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  of  seventeen  men,  two  extin- 
guisher companies  of  ten  men  each,  Supply  Wagon  company  of 
five  men,  four  Steam  Engineers,  four  Steam  Firemen,  and  four 
Drivers. 

APPARATUS.      . 

The  apparatus  of  the  Department  consists  of  three  Steam 
Fire  Engines  with  hose  carriages  attached,  one  steamer  in  re- 
serve, two  extinguishers,  one  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck,  one 
Supply  Wagon,  two  horse  Hose  Carriages,  and  two  Sleighs. 

Steamer  No.  1,  was  built  by  the  Portland  Company  ;  put  into 
service  in  18()4, 

Steamer  No.  2,  was  built  by  the  Manchester  Locomotive 
Works,  put  into  service  in  1879. 

Steamer  No.  3,  was  built  b}'  the  Amoskeag  Company,  put 
into  service  in  1870. 

Steamer  No.  4,  was  built  by  B.  S.  Nichols  &  Co.  put  into 
service  in  1876  ;  rebuilt  b^-  Critchley  &  Whalley  in  1879. 

The  Steamers  and  extinguishers  are  in  good  condition  and 
reliable.  I  would  recommend  buying  a  new  Hose  Wagon  for 
Steamer  No.  4. 

HOSE. 

There  are  forty  seven  hundred  and  fifty  feet  (4750)  of 
American  Jacket  or  cotton  hose  in  good  and  reliable  condition. 
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There  are  also  forty  seven  hundred  (4700)  feet  of  leather  hose, 
wholly  unreliable  and  unfit  for  use,  which  I  would  recommend 
to  be  sold'and  the  proceeds  used  towards  the  purchase  of  fifteen 
hundred  feet  of  American  Jacket  hose. 

HOUSES. 

The  engine  houses  are  in  fair  con4ition  but  wholly  inadequate 
to  the  needs  of  the  Department  as  they  were  built  for  Hand 
Engines  and  are  not  adapted  to  the  use  of  Steamers. 

I  would  recommend  the  building  of  one  fire  station,  large 
enough  to  accommodate  three  Steamers  and  the  Hook  &  Ladder 
Truck  with  their  companies,  with  all  modern  improvements  and 
attachments. 

KESERVOIKS. 

The  reservoirs  are  fourteen  (14)  in  number  and  in  fair  con- 
dition. The  one  on  Brewster  street  is  reliable  only  two-thirds 
of  the  time  since  drawing  the  North  Mill  Pond.  This  can  be 
remedied  b}'  lowering  the  reservoir  and  extending  the  pipe  to 
low  water  mark.  All  of  our  large  fires  have  fully  shown  the 
need  of  more  water  in  the  vicinity  of  the  business  centre. 

I  would  recommend  building  a  small  reservoir  at  the  corner 
of  Congress  and  Vaughan  streets,  connected  with  Hanover 
street  reservoir  with  an  eight  inch  pipe.  Also  one  to  be  built 
in  Court  Place,  connected  with  the  main  on  State  street  by  a 
four  inch  pipe. 

The  Dover  street  reservoir  containing  an  inexhaustible  supply 
of  water  is  almost  useless  in  time  of  fire  as  onl}'  one  engine  can 
play  from  it.  This  can  be  remedied  by  having  a  small  reservoir 
at  the  corner  of  Islington  and  Cabot  streets  connecting  with 
Dover  street  reservoir,  at  which  all  the  Steamers  can  pla}'. 

FIRES  AND  ALARMS. 

The  fires  and  alarms  from  January  1st,  to  December  31st, 
number  12.  The  value  of  property  destroyed  in  that  time  was 
$109,925  00.  The  amount  of  insurance  was  f  69,92.5  00,  a  list 
of  which  is  shown  elsewhere. 

The  amount  of  money  expended  is  $8,498  56,  $5,451  80,  was 
for  salaries,  and  the  balance  $3,046  76  for  contingent  expenses. 

In  conclusion  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  his  Honor  the 
Ma^'or,  and  to  the  members  of  city  councils  for  their  earnest 
efforts  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Department;  to  the  Po- 
lice Department  for  aid  rendered  ;  to  the  Board  of  Engineers 
and  the  officers  and  members  of  the  several  companies  for  the 
prompt  and  faithful  matnier  in  which  they  have  performed  their 
duties.

ANNUAL    REPORT 


Chairman,  of  the  Board  of  liistmctioi]. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City 

of  Portsmoutli : 

The  Chaii'inan  of  the  Board  of  Instruction  would  repectfully 
report  that  from  tlie  limited  knowledge  he  has  obtained  in  re- 
gard to  our  schools  during  the  short  time  he  has  held  this  posi- 
tion, he  finds  no  occasion  to  criticise  their  condition  or  say  very 
much  in  their  favor.  I  suppose  the  fact  is,  that  they  are  neith- 
er l)etter  or  worse  than  those  of  the  ordinary  New  England  city 
of  the  size  of  this  ;  and  in  all  of  them  there  is  room  for  im- 
provement. Not  until  our  school  connnitt^^e  are  able  to  secure 
teachers  in  every  grade,  who  understand  that  the  committing 
to  memory  of  long  rules  and  intricate  formulas,  and  page  after 
page  of  books  upon  history,  geography  and  other  subjects, 
and  repeating  them,  parrot  like,  and  with  machine  precision, 
is  neither  studying  or  "saying  lessons"  in  the  true  sense  of 
the  words,  will  our  schools  ])egiu  to  be  what,  the  large  amount 
of  money  expended  on  them,  ought  to  give  us. 

I,  perhaps,  (^ught  to  add,  however,  that  of  all  the  officials 
connected  with  the  Board  of  Education,  or  with  the  schools  in 
any  capacity,  the  chairman  of  the  Board  holds  the  position  of 
the  least  importance,  and  has  the  least  to  do  with  the  manage- 
ment or  workings  of  the  sch(X>ls  ;  consequently  his  opinions  on 
this  subject,  as  well  as  this  report,  must  necessarily  be  of  little 
or  no  value. 

Eor  such  information  as  the  sub-committees  of  the  Board  of 
Instruction  have  to  give  I  refer  you  to  their  reports. 

For  the  manner  in  which  the  appropriation  of  last  year  was 
expended,  I  would  refer  you  to  the  itemized  statement  of  ex- 
])enditures  to  be  published  in  the  city  accounts. 

You  will  soon  be  called  upon  to  appro])riate  sufficient  money 
for  the  use  of  tlie  Board  of  Education  during  the  current  year, 
and  I  would  recommend  that  you  apprf)priate  the  same  amount 


;is  was  appropriated  last  year,  being  tlie  sum  of  $li).500  wliieli 
with  the  literary  fund  will  give  the  Board  a  total  of  alwut 
$20,500. 

The  high  school  rooms  are  heated  by  two  furnaces,  but  the 
halls  and  entries  are  not  heated  in  any  way.  Considerable 
trouble  has  been  experienced  in  the  endeavor  to  keep  the  rooms 
heated  to  the  necessary  temperature,  and  upon  several  days 
during  the  winter  of  this  year  the  school  has  been  dismissed  on 
account  of  the  coldness  of  the  rooms.  I  have  no  doulit  l)ut 
that  with  proper  care,  the  rooms  could  be  at  all  times  sufficient- 
ly heated,  but  l)oys  unacquainted  with  the  management  of  a  fur- 
nace cannot  attend  to  it  in  a  proper  manner,  and  a  suitable  man 
with  judgment  and  discretion  cannot  be  obtained  to  take  charge 
without  a  greater  expense  than  seemed  advisable.  Consequent- 
ly the  furnaces  have  been  injured  and  a  great  amount  of  fuel  con- 
sumed without  obtaining  good  results  in  the  way  of  heating.  I 
see  no  remedy  but  to  heat  the  l)uilding  by  steam,  and  thougli 
this  may  occasion  some  considerable  outlay  at  first,  the  annual 
expense  in  the  future  will  be  greatly  reduced  and  the  rooms  as 
w^ell  as  the  halls  and  entries  will  always  be  comfortable  in  win- 
ter. I  have'had  an  estimate  made  of  the  expense  of  putting  in 
steam  heating  apparatus  of  approved  construction  and  it  is 
thought  that  thirteen  hundred  dollars  will  be  sufficient.  I  there- 
fore recommend  that  you  make  an  appropriation  of  this  amount 
for  this  purpose  and  that  the  work  be  done  during  the  summer 
vacation.

In  District 
No.  1 ,  the  regretted  resignation  or  Miss  Foye  occasioned  the 
transfer  of  Miss  Prescott  to  Miss  Foye's  room  and  Miss  Hans- 
com  was  promoted  from  the  Primary  grade  to  take  Miss  Pres- 
cott's  room.  In  District  No.  2,  the  resignation  of  one  of  our 
oldest  and  most  faithful  teachers,  Miss  Whittem,   made  a  va- 


eancy,  which  was  filled  by  the  transfer  of  Miss  GaiTett  to  Miss 
Whittem's  room  and  Miss  Flauy"  was  promoted  from  the  Prima- 
ry grade  and  took  Miss  Gari'ott's  room  at  the  Academy.  In 
District  No.  3,  Miss  Rothwell  lias  temi)orarily  left  the  Interme- 
diate grade  and  has  taken  Miss  Clarke's  room  in  the  Second  di- 
vision of  the  Grammar  grade.  Miss  Kothwell's  place  is  tempo- 
rarily tilled  by  Miss  Mary  P.  Thompson.  Such  extensive  chang- 
es are  temporarily  injurious  to  the  schools  as  the  teacher  must 
always  learn  "the  lay  of  the  land,"  befoi'e  doing  good  work- 
However,  we  think  the  teachers,  as  a  whole,  have  been  faithful 
and  have  met  with  better  success  than  could  have  been  expect- 
ed under  the  demoralization  of  so  many  changes.

A  larger  number  of  changes  were  made  among  the  teachers 
of  this  grade  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  than  ever 
before.  Of  the  eleven  primary  schools  but  four  opened  with 
their  old  teachers.  On  account  of  the  resignation  of  Misses 
Foye  and  Hoyt,  and  the  loss  of  Misses  Prescott,  Clarke  and 
Taylor,  on  leave  of  absence,  according  to  the  rules  adopted 
by  the  present  Board,  promotions  w^ere  made  from  the  Primary 
grade.

But  with  the  interest  which 
the  new  teachers  take  in  their  work  and  the  practical  hints  and 
helps  which  faithful  supervisors  can  vouchsafe  to  them,  the  pri- 
mary classes,  we  hope,  will  show  as  good  progress  in  tlieir  prog- 
ress in  their  studies  and  conduct  at  the  close  of  the  present  year 
as  in  years  past.

The  Committee  on  8ubui-bau  Schools  report  that  the  three 
schools  under  their  immediate  supervision  are  making  most 
commendable  progress. 

Miss  Pickering  at  the  Gravelly  Ridge,  and  Miss  A.  J.  New- 
ton at  the  Plains,  are  still  working  faithfully  and  conscientious- 
ly and  producing  satisfactory  results. 

A  change  of  teachers  at  the  Lafayette  was  made  necessary  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  by  the  transfer  of  Miss  Fu.  A,  New- 
ton to  the  School  Street  School  in  District  No.  1,  Miss  Abbie 
N.  Frink,  selected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Although  a  new  teacher 
in  our  Portsmouth  schools,  she  has  filled  the  position  with  signal 
ability  and  her  efforts  have  Ijeen  attended  with  marked  success. 

Our  schools  in  this  grade,  although  suffering  somewhat,  from 
the  infrequent  visits  of  the  masters,  equal  we  think,  any  of  the 
like  grade  and  make  up  in  this  section  of  our  state. 

Yet,  with  view  to  their  still  further  improvement,  we  would 
most  earnestly  urge  upon  the  Board  of  Instruction,  the  neces- 
sity of  providing  the  means  for  and  the  insistence  upon,  more 
frequent  visits  by  the  masters.  A  few  dollars  thus  spent  would 
be  more  than  amply  repaid,  in  the  renewed  zeal,  faithfulness  in 
work  and  consequent  progress  of  these  children  of  our  public 
schools,  a})parently  so  isolated  from  our  centres  of  liberal  edu- 
cation. 

These  schools  contain  some  of  the  best  material  found  among 
our  pupils,  and  in  this  age  of  "•equal  privileges"  and  advance- 
)nent,  all  should  have  the  benefits  which  the  best  care  and  at- 
tention will  afford.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen: 

The  High  School  Committee  have  the  honor  to  transmit  here- 
with a  report  of  the  number  and  attendance  of  pupils,  and  the 
course  of  stud}'  pursued,  etc.,  in  the  Portsmouth  High  School 
during  the  year  1884. 

Before  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term,  Mr.  E.  T.  Good- 
win, the  Principal,  having  resigned  his  position  to  accept  a  call 
from  Nashua,  N.  H.,  3'our  committee  secured  the  services  of 
Mr.  George  H.  Rockwood,  who  came  to  us  highly  recommen- 
ded and  is  an  able  teacher.  This  unavoidable  change  has  not 
disturbed  the  course  of  studies,  and  the  same  methods  are  con- 
tinued, practicall}',  as  in  former  3-ears.  Miss  Mathes,  the  first 
Assistant,  has  given  her  best  efforts,  and  has  ably  supported 
Mr.  Rocjvwood. 

Your  committee  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
the  insufficienc}'  for  heating  purposes  of  the  two  furnaces  in  the 
High  School  building.  Though  both  in  good  condition,  and 
one  in  use  but  three  years,  they  are  oitirely  inadequate,  and 
we  would  recommend  the  introduction,  this  year,  of  a  steam 
heating  apparatus.  We  believe  it  will  be  in  the  interest  of 
economy,  and  that  the  cost  of  making  the  change  will  be  paid 
in  a  very  few  j'ears  b}'  the  saving  in  fuel. 

During  the  year  a  considerable  addition  has  been  made  to 
the  apparatus  for  teaching  physics.  This  is  in  the  line  of  sup- 
pl3'ing  a  want  that  has  long  been  felt  in  the  school,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  a  generous  outlay'  will  be  made  each  3'ear,  that 
the  pupils  may  have  the  requisite  tools  to  pursue  this  important 
branch  of  their  education.
